The employer with an opening in 
his trade may take the veteran on 
and the government will make up 
the difference in wages between 
the ..jprentice rate and the jour- 
neyman's wage in that trade. In 
that fashion a veteran is making 
an opening for himself in the 
trade in which he is interested. 
Employers don't know what they 
are missing if they don't take ad- 
vantage of that government provi- 
sion under the Servicemen's Re- 
adjustment Act of 1944. Approxi- 
mately 100 veterans of the Main 
Line have come in to inquire 
about such apprentice jobs and we 
are prepared to help any employ- 
er to locate such men." 

The Readjustment Act provides 
for payments and allowances of 
.$65 a month for single veterans 
and $90 a month for married vet- 
erans under the regular education 
and training section of the Act. 

"This should prove a boon to 
employers if they would just 
realize it and take advantage of 
it," Rogers' said, "And I just hope 
that they use it because it would 
be a great help to the boys." 



Award Contracts 
For Truck and Car 

Council Abandons 
Plan to Purchase 
Army Vehicles 

Contracts for the purchase of 
two motor vehicles were awarded 
by the Narberth Council Monday 
night. 

One of the bids was from the 
Leves-Saburn Company, Cynwyd, 
for a coupe for the superintendent 
of public works for $1007.85 with 
a trade in value not to exceed the 
OPA ceiling price. 

The other bid from the Autocar 
Company in Ardmore was for a 
new truck for general highway 
purposes. They quoted a price of 
$4936.86 with allowances made for 
the present snow plow attach- 
ments. The two bids amount to 
$5944.71. This figure is slightly 
more than the allotment allowed 
in the 1946 budget for the pur- 
chase of the vehicles. The defi- 
cit will be made up from other it- 
ems in the budget. 

The possibility of purchasing a 
used Army truck and automobile 
was investigated by William S. 
Thompson, chairman of the high- 
way committee and Henry A. 
Frye. solicitor. 

The fact that these vehicles 
were often assembled with var- 
ious parts, and that the replace- 
ment of these parts would be dif- 
ficult in a few years made the 
purchase of them unadvisable. 



Township To Ease

PUSSYFOOTING MAY COST 
BELL THE NOMINATION 

A united front of determined Eastern Pennsylvania Republicans 
can win the necessary endorsements and elect John C. Bell, Jr., 
Wynnewood, as the Commonwealth's next governor. 

On the other hand, any pussyfooting now may sidetrack the Bell 
campaign before it gets moving. Almost as dangerous to a candi- 
date's cause, as open enemies, is the quiet little backer who talks big 
in private but never opens his mouth in public. 

All that might have been gained at one time by holding back for 
strategic purposes is past. What Bell's candidacy needs now is out- 
spoken, rearing-to-go political fighters who will go down the line for 
him — all the way. 

If the Republican organizations of Delaware and Montgomery, 
who presumably are on speaking terms, are ready to take the lead 
they can start the ball rolling. Bell's liberal tendencies and popularity 
will carry him through in Philadelphia. This city and two-county bloc 
could easily swing the state. 

But if Delaware County is going to wait to see what Montgomery 
County will do; Montgomery, Bell's home county, is going to wait 
until Joseph N. Pew, Jr., makes up his mind and Pew, in turn, hesi- 
tates about fighting the Bucks County warrior, Joseph Grundy . . . 
then Bell, despite avowed friends, will end up behind the political 
eight ball. 

To even the casual political observer it is clear that Montgomery 
and Delaware counties could pile up a greater vote for Bell today 
than they did for former U. S. Senator James J. Davis when he van 
against Governor Martin. But neither of these county organizations 
nor the Old Guard want to see a repetition of the four years ago 
fight which left many factional scars. ^ 

Bell's candidacy became more logical this week with a narrow- 
ing of the field 'of G. O. P. candidates. Despite a flood of publicity 
in his behalf Colonel Daniel B. Strieker, of Lancaster, still remains 
an unknown and would have tough going with Labor as a result of 
the Lancaster transportation strike; former Philadelphia city chair- 
man, Jay Cooke, has no intentions of running and he means it; State 
Senator Weldon B. Heyburn might carry Dauphin County but he 
would experience difficulty in obtaining a majority from his own 
county of Delaware. 

It rests with Bell's neighbors In Montgomery to make themselves 
Heard publicly and in inner political circles. The county risked its 
political neck for Senator Davis, a Westerner, with greater odds 
against him. The county can do as much for one of its own native 
sons.

Hears Talk On 
Race Tolerance 



Narberth Club Had 
Miss Florence Kite 
As Guest Speaker 

"The Christian Attitude Tow- 
ard Those of Other Races, the Ne- 
gro in Particular" was the theme 
of last Thursday's meeting of the 
Women's Society of Christian Ser- 
vice of the Narberth Methodist 
Church. 

Miss Florence Kite, secretary of 
the committee on race relations of 
the Philadelphia Yearly Meeting 
of Friends, was the speaker. 

"While clashes between negroes 
and whites may occur and be rela- 
tively unimportant to us in Amer- 
ica", she said, "the observers in 
other countries find in them much 
significance". 

"The whites are in ma.iority in 
our own country", said Miss Kite. 
"However, taken on a world wide 
basis, the whites are actually in 
minority. Despite this, the white 
race has assumed a feeling of be- 
ing in greater numbers and acts 
accordingly.'' 

Miss Kite stated that wc know 
little of the actual conditions of 
the Negro, and knowing so little 
find it hard to understand his 
needs. Stressing the poor living 
conditions in Philadelphia, she 
showed how impossible it is to ex- 
pect them to improve under the 
present policies. 

"Since the limits of the Negro 
areas are rigidly maintained", she 
said, "the ever increasing numbers 
who must find places to live arc 
forced to crowd into already 
crowded dwellings, thus lowering 
living conditions and often en- , 
dangering lives by overloading old 
structures which sometimes col- 
lapse." 

"Conditions for negro employ- 
ment are better in such areas as 
Philadelphia than in the south", 
she said, "and personal abilities 
receive better recognition, but 
there is still a trend to discour- 
age the negro youth from going 
into the professions and "white 
collar" lines of work." Miss Kite 
added. 

Mrs. Samuel Russell, president, 
presided, and opened the meeting 
with the reading of a poem. "My 
Task". 

Devotions were led by Mrs. Ar- 
thur Irvin. who spoke on "Neigh- 
borliness" and took tier scripture 
reading from the story of the 
Good Samaritan.

Teacher Salaries In Lower Merion 

We wish that the Lower Merion Teachers Association 
and its president, L. W. Perkins, would stop being "nice 
white collar workers" and talk facts about the Main Line 
cost of living. 

It doesn't add anything to their professional status 
or cause to be bootlicking on the subject. 

They have been granted a schedule of salary increases 
—increments, they are told. In ten years their salary in- 
creases will build up to satisfactory amounts; that is, sat- 
isfactory compared to the cost of living today. But who 
can predict what the cost of living will be in ten years or, 
for that matter, in the intervening years. The raw facts 
about Lower Merion's new teacher salary schedule is that 
for the next school year (it doesn't start until September) 
it will mean only a seven percent increase. Take the seven 
percent and add another nine percent which they received 
during the war and you have an increase of only approxi- 
mately 16 percent to counter balance living costs that have 
risen more than 30 per cent from a 1941 base. 

In Philadelphia this week the Philadelphia Federation 
of Teachers (AFL) spoke up Tuesday against the new sal- 
ary schedule slated to be passed the next day by the City's 
Board of Education. The two to three percent being grant- 
ed was termed by a Federation spokesman as "outrageous" 
when industries were granting increases from 10 to 20 per- 
cent. The Federation also pointed out that the teachers 
and the public were given only two days to study the new 
schedule. It was reported out by the salary committee on 
Monday and passed by the Board of Education on Wednes- 
day. In Lower Merion, the new pay schedule was passed 
by the School Board the same night it was reported out by 
a special salary committee. 

Teachers within their own salary brackets have to 
rr-eet the same costs of living as industrial workers. 
They have to eat, drink, sleep and try to be merry on 
the salaries provided by their employers— the benefi- 
cicnt School Board and the Lower Merion taxpayers. 
The assumption that they have a profession instead of 
an occupation doesn't alter the facts of life or case the 
struggle to make ends meet. You can starve just as 
easily in a blue serge suit and a white collar as you 
can in overalls. 
Neither does loyalty to Lower Merion enter into bal- 
ancing a family budget. It is not a question of do-or-die 
for dear, old Alma Mater but of buying shoes for Bobby 
and paying Main Line rents. Loyalty of this kind begins 

at home. 

Let the Lower Merion Teachers Association speak up 
for the teachers it represents. Let it speak up so the teach- 
ers' employers — the taxpayers of Lower Merion — can hear. 
It does not become its standing as an association to attempt 
to take the School Board's side against teachers or coaches 
who would speak out against the new salary schedule. Nor 
does it appear enlightened for the Association to give a 
blanket endorsement to the School Board's attempt to 
make extra-curricular work compulsory. Can you imagine 
what would happen if an industrialist proposed to work 
his employes overtime without overtime pay? 

Teachers should remember that "as advertised" Lower 
Merion is one of the wealthiest school districts in the Unit- 
ed States.

Did'.ia ever start, to look something up in an encyclopedia and 
become so engrossed in something else you stumbled on, that you 
forgot what you originally started to look for. 

I'm looking in the Columbia Encyclopedia, published by the Co- 
lumbia University press — the F's — the other night and well, whad'ya 
know! ! 

FERRIS WHEEL — a gigantic k oivnn-; wheel built for the 
World's Columbian Exposition Chicago 13U3 — designed and con- 
structed by George W. Ferris, an American engineer, of Galesburs. 
Illinois. The wheel was built on the tension spoke principal. Imita- 
tions have since been built for various exhibitions. 
Now let, me see . . . 

FIELD — Cyrus West — 1819-92—Atlantie cable — The Great 
Eastern succeeded in laying a cable in 1866. In 1877 he resuscitated 
the New York Elevated System. 

FIELD — Eugene — 1850-95 — American poet — Sharps and 
Flats — Chicago News — he was a columnist, too. 
Now here's an interesting name — 

HAMILTON FISH — 1804-1388 — American statesman b. New 
York City, grnd. Columbia "University, practiced law New York 
City 1830 — elected lieut .-governor of New York 1847 as a Whig and 
in 1848 won the governorship . — U. S. Senator from New York 
1851-57. Fish's reputation rests upon his notable administration of 
ihc otfice of Secretary of State in both of Grant's administrations 
1869-77. Tile serious disputes with Great Britain remaining after the 
Civil War were largely settled by the Treaty of Washington, provid- 
inu for arbitration of the Alabama Claims and other questions. 

The period was one of constant difficulties with Spam arising 
largely out of the insurrection in Cuba. Fish persuaded Grant to 
recognize the belligerency of Cuba in order to bring Spain to grant 
reforms and redress of grievances to the Cubans and to recognize 
the claims of Americans who had property in the island. He also 
handled negotiations for a Central American canal route. Stuyvesant 
Fish was his son. also Nicholas Fish, minister to Belgium 1882-86 ami 
Hamilton Fish II — 1849 -- Republican leader in the State assembly: 
he served terms as member of Congress and. under Theodore Roose- 
velt. Assistant Treasurer of the United States. 

FISH — Stuyvesant — 1851-1923 — American railroad executive — 
son of the elder Hamilton Fish — he is chiefly 'known for his excel- 
lent record as president of the Illinois Central Railroad 1887-1907 in 
which period he built it into a sturdy system of the first rank. 

I-ISH — Hamilton. .Ir. — 1888 — son of Hamilton Fish, II — 
was elected lo Coiikitss in 131!) and won notoriety by his anti-Com- 
munist activities. 

Why Columbia Kneycloprdia — you old rascal yon — could il 
lip your n little pink yourself or have you fallen for that formula 
cvralcd by the Communist, borrowed by Hitler, and now used again 
by the leftist, i. e., if you tell a big enough lie often enough, you can 
convince the people. 

Notorious is a favorite smear word with the experts. In this 
case, the noun is used — How Fish gained notoriety. Using the ex- 
pression notorious, you can imply so much about a man without 
actually saying anything against him. i. e.. the notorious golf player — 
lie gained notoriety as a business man — • the man is an notorious 
surgeon. 

The Encyclopedia, being limited for space, could orriy devote a 
line or so to Ham Fish. There wasn't room to say that he was Har- 
vard football captain 1908, an authentic Walter Camp Ail-American 
tp.cklc for two years and the fighting, decorated, combat Colonel of 
:'. line regiment in the last war. 

There is no mention, either, of another famous member of ilie 
iamily. Mrs. Siuyvesnnl Fish, who, at one time, was absolute undis- 
puted ruler of New York's "400" and, as queen of American societ.v. 
vrvt a very quick brush-ofT to the fortune-hunting nobility, who 
Pocked over here around the turn of the century, looking for a, 
"dollar princess." passing strange then that the very name of this 
All-American scion of one of America's finest houses should have a 
sinister ring in the ears of many of his countrymen. 

How Fish has always kept his private life (an unusually fine and 
cecent one) separated from his public life, when the whole howling 
controversy was breaking around his head: he made no mention of 
his background or record nor did he hire publicity agents to write 
sugary articles about him in nice magazines, even when his very 
patriotism was being questioned by certain individuals who hadn't 
yet arrived in this country. At the time, he was fighting on the 
Western front in 1917. he still didn't point out the difference between 
iiis background and theirs. 

After all. doesn't our very latest citizen have just the same 
rights and privileges as a member of one of our oldest families. Your 
darn right they have, and to listen to some of them, one would 
imagine that tiiey had about ten times more. 

It would seem, however, that Ham Fish has always been fated 
io play the "heavy" even as far back as 1908. 

In those days, the Yale-Harvard football game was the sam» 
of the year, written up weeks in advance in the New York papers 
by such writers as Irving Cobb, Ring Lardner, Tad Dorgan. Bob 
Edgren. It became flaming drawn and a kid could get almost as much 
kick out of reading about the game as being there. 

I had never seen a big college game but. being an avid reader 
of Dick Merriwell, my heart was with Yale. After all, the blues were 
always "good guys." the red the "bad guys." 

The sports writer built up a fictitious rivalry between Fish, who 
was a tackle and the Yale tackle, Lilly. Fish and Lilly were to fight 
it out for All-American honors. 

An ideal day, the stands packed with humanity, the whistle blew. 
Harvard kicking off. It was a short kick (some said deliberate) and 
the ball, by a whimsical crazy turn of chance, bounced straight to 
Lilly, the Yale tackle. He got the ball, Fish and another Harvard 
tackle simultaneously, and that was the games end for Lilly. 

This was meat and strong drink for the sports writers. They 
began to believce their own fiction about the rivalry. Fish had gotten 
a feared rival out of the way. Was the kick deliberate? Reluctant to 
let the thing die out. they did admit it would have taken quite an 
expert to kick the ball on the bounce right in Lilly's hands, and then 
finally someone pointed out that Fish and Lilly- weren't playing op- 
posite each other anyway and Fish was again selected on Walter 
Camp's All-American team. 

I often wondered why the element who hated Ham Fish so much 
didn't revive this incident when they were blasting and smearing him 
all over the lot but then back in 1901 most of his detractors were 
enjoying those lovely Russian Winters and probably had never heard 
of football.

KNOW YOUR 
STATE 



During the past year in the de- 
velopment of plans for a greater 
Pennsylvania the improvement of 
recreational facilities for all our 
people has received earnest atten- 
tion from many agencies of State 
government. The sum of $1,000,- 
000 was set aside to be distributed 
; by the Post-War Planning Com- 
I mission to assist in the prepara- 
' tion of plans for local public 
: works. Public works to be con- 
1 structed under these plans are be- 
ing reviewed by the State Plan- 
j ning Board and local recreational 
1 facilities to cost more than $4,- 
000.000 have already been approv- 
ed for State aid under this grant. 
The Department of Forests and 
i Waters which has under its super- 
, vision 28 State forest parks has 
made a .tentative allocation of $6,- 
'• 200.000 for the further acquisition 
| and development of State recrea- 
; tion areas. It has now taken over 
; four of the Federal Recreation 
Demonstration areas which have 
] been conducted as sites for group 
I camping. Facilities in these areas 
i and a fifth, which will shortly 
| come under the State Depart- 
| ment, will be improved and be- 
i come an important part in the 
| State's recreation program. 

The Post-War Planning Com- 
mission has completed a study of 
local recreational facilities which 
will be of service to the munici- 
palities and counties of our State 
in developing their recreation pro- 
grams. 

The State Planning Board has 
for several years engaged in carry- 
ing out a handcraft program to 
develop forms of profitable rec- 
reation which appeal to all ages.. 
One form of outdoor recreation 
in which the State has been par- 
ticularly successful has been in 
extending its hunting and fishing 
facilities until Pennsylvania has 
become one of the great game 
states of America.

When Will Vets Return? 

The Washington office of West- 
ern Newspaper Union lias received 
scores of letters from parents, 
wives, sweethearts and friends of 
men in service, all a-sking when 
their loved ones will get out of the 
service. We cannot answer these 
letters with any degree of accur- 
acy because there is no way of 
ascertaining when men with a 
given number of points in a given 
theatre will be released. There are 
too many circumstances which 
must be considered in any par- 
ticular area. 

Here, however, is the promise 
of Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
made in his recent address before 
a joint session of Congress Jan- 
uarv 15. as regards enlisted men: 

"By April 30. 1946. all enlisted 
men, except volunteers, with 45 
points as of September 2, 1945, or 
with 30 months' service as of April 
20, 1946, will be separated from 
the army or aboard ship returning 
home. 

"By June 30, 1946. all enlisted 
men, except volunteers, with 40 
points as of September 2, 1945, or 
with 24 months' service as of June 
30, 1946, will be separated from 
the army or aboard ship returning 
home." 

General "Ike" further said that 
whether this rate of discharge 
can be maintained depends direct- 
ly upon the rate of replacements 
or inflow into the army. So this 
commitment is limited to July 1, 
1946. 
Questions and Answers 

Q. I am a widow of World War 
II with one child. I drew an al- 
lotment for myself and baby until 
lie was killed in action in the navy. 
His insurance was made to his 
parents and neither the baby or 
I was mentioned in the papers. 
Now his parents are drawing this. 
Is there any way for me to get 
this or any part of the insurance? 
— Mrs. O. M. C. Crossville. Ala. 

A. There is no way for you to 
obtain this insurance if you were 
not named as beneficiary, unless 
parents of the serviceman are 
will in tr to share with you. You, 
however, arc entitled to a pension 
for yourself and baby. 

Q. Would it be possible for a 
veteran's widow who is receiving 
a Spanish American war pension 
of S30 per month, to exchange it 
ifor a World War pension to which 
she is also entitled? How would 
she go about making the ex- 
change?—^. M. D., Elk Mills, Md. 

A. Yes. the veterans' adminis- 
tration says it is possible. Consult 
your nearest, regional veterans' 
administration office, probably at 
Richmond or Baltimore. 

Q. Wc had a ncplicw who was 
in the army in the Philippines 
when war was declared. He was 
taken prisoner and died in a Jap 
prison camp in .Inly, 1942. He did 
not carry insurance. His mother 
is a widow and is she entitled to 
receive any compensation? The 
boy's father was a World War I 
veteran and died in 1930.— His 
aunt. Watsontown, Pa. 

A. I would say that the widow- 
ed mother, if she was dependent 
Upon the veteran, is entitled to a 
pension. However, she .should lile 
a claim with ihe nearest office 
of tlie veterans' administration, 
probably at Philadelphia or Pitts- 
burgh, and they will determine 
her eligibility. 

Q. My son has been discharged 
from (lie army. He entered ser- 
vire February, inn. i s Mr P „fj(lcrt 
In the prn-Pr.ni !{,-ir»nr ribbon? 
He was cntilled In three bronze 
Mars, hut only one was shown in 
his discharge. Is there some way 
this can he put on his discharge 
and where can I obtain the in- 
formation? — Mrs. W. M. J., Pur- 
vis, Miss. 

A. For answers to both ques- 
tions write to the office of the 
adjutant general, enlisted per- 
sonnel, war department, Washing- 
ton. D. C. 

Q. My husbaniJ has one child 
and lias been in the marines since 
August, 1943. and overseas since 
June 1, 1945. How many points 
does he have? He is in Peipjng, 
China. When can I expect him 
home? — Mrs. D. H. S.. LewisbuiK. 
Pa. 

A. As of September 2. your 
husband ha.s 38 points. He is' not 
likely to be home soon since the 
marines are screening all low 
point men and regulars out of 
units scheduled to return home 
soon. Fifty points are necessary 
for discharge. 

Q. I have had three years in 
the army. Received my honorable 
discharge in the fall and put in 
a claim for trouble with my ankle, 
also tonsils. Received my notice 
for 'examination in December, x- 
rays, etc. As yet I haven't heard 
from them. Am I eligible for a 
disability pension? — D. H. W. Sal- 
isbury, Md. 

A. It may take several weeks 
for the veterans' administration 
to catch up with your claim. They 
will eventually, however. There is 
a shortage of manpower in all 
veterans' administration offices. 
Keep writing or calling the office 
where you filed.

Convalescent Work 
To Continue For 
Hospital Patients 

Men Entertained in 
Homes by Service 
Started During War 

The Veterans Administration 
has accepted the offer of the Na- 
tion Convalescent Service, which 
arranged to entertain 7,500 Army 
and Navy hospital patients in pri- 
vate homes during the war, to 
continue its home entertainment 
program for patients in VA hos- 
pitals, Col. F. R. Kerr, Acting Di- 
rector of Special Services, an- 
nounced recently. 

The keynote of the program is 
to provide home contacts and in- 
terests for patients who are able 
to leave the hospital for brief 
visits but are denied the oppor- 
tunity of going to their own 
homes because of distance or 
other reasons. 

Families throughout the coun- 
try are entertaining the sick and 
wounded of the armed forces in 
their homes with outstanding re- 
sults, VA Special Services ex- 
plained. Commanding officers and 
doctors have found the service to 
be of excellent therapeutic value 
and are increasing its use. 

Patients are invited personally 
by the prospective hostesses, who 
visit hospitals to become ac- 
uuainted with the men. Wives of 
patients are invited along with 
their husbands, if possible, or two 
patients may be entertained to- 
gether. 

The American Red Cross has 
"olunteered to act as a coordin- 
ating agency in setting up local 
chapters of the National Conva- 
lescent Service in communities 
near VA hospitals. Through these 
chapters suitable homes for the 
program will be selected. VA Hos- 
pital Special Services personnel 
and Red Cross field directors are 
working together to arrange 
meetings between prospective hos- 
tesses and patients. 

Homes where informal enter- 
tainment, particularly contact 
with other young people, can be 
offered to the patient are partic- 
ularly desired in the program.

When night fell, the two soldiers began painfully to work back to their lines. 

For eight days they struggled through the jungle. Finally, weak from loss of 
blood and hunger, they stumbled into camp. But so tough was Lieu- 
tenant Matz' constitution, that within 48 hours he was back on duty.

Seek Women to Show 
Movies to Veterans 

Women who have a knowledge 
of the use of moving picture pro- 
jectors are being urged to volun- 
teer for some regular time at Val- 
ley Forge Hospital to show 16 mm.

The right of veterans with ser- 
vice-connected dental conditions 
to treatment by private dentists on 
a "free choice" basis is proposed in 
a revised fee schedule disclosed 
today by Dr. Milburn M. Fowler, 
Acting Assistant Medical Director 
for Dental Services, in a talk in 
Chicago. 

The fees, which will be paid by 
VA, will vary between states so as 
to be fair to both VA and the priv- 
ate dentists, Dr. Fowler said in ad- 
dresing an open forum of the War 
Service and Post War Planing 
Committee of the American Den- 
tal Association at the Stevens 
Hotel in Chicago. 

Dr. Fowler estimated that up to 
10,000,000 veterans of all wars 
eventually might become eligible 
for VA dental treatment, either as 
hospital patients or as out-patients 
for service-connected disabilities. 

Regarding the right of service- 
conected veterans to the "free 
choice" in selecting private den- 
tists, Dr. Fowler said: 

"Out-patient dental treatment 
on a fee-for-scrvice basis has long 
been provided by the VA under a 
fee schedule which was determined 
in 1932. This schdule is today, and 
has been for some time, out of line 
with the increased cost of practice. 
Because of this it has been virtual- 
ly impossible to arrange for dental 
service to veterans in many locali- 
ties. 

Dr. Fowler pointed to the fol- 
lowing recent improvements in 
VA's dental service: 

Appointment of dental consul- 
tants, who are outstanding men 
in their specialties, to advise VA; 
establishment of new dentist-pa- 
tient ratios which will permit each 
VA dentist to provide better dental 
treatment to the individual pa- 
tient; reorganization of VA's den- 
tal service to meet basic standards 
set by the Hospital Dental Service 
Committee of the American Dental 
Asociation: possible affiliation with 
accredited dental schools: estab- 
lishment of dental internships and 
residencies; appointment of a den- 
tist as a member of the Medical 
Advisory Board to the Administra- 
tor of Veterans Affairs; and plan- 
ned establishment of approximate- 
ly 100 additional new dental clinics. 

Dr. Fowler also reported that the 
value of dental treatment to vet- 
erans in 100 VA clinics during the 
1945 fiscal year amounted to $1,- 
992.853 for a total of 46,207 dental 
patients, of which 35,111 were in 
hospitals. 4.725 in VA homes and 
6,371 were treated as out-patients. 
In addition, private dentists gave 
$112,245 worth of dental treat- 
ment to 2.354 veterans on an out- 
patient, fee-for-service arrange- 
ment with VA. 

"It has been estimated, roughly, 
that the volume of dental treat- 
ment following World War H will 
be eight times as great as that fol- 
lowing (he last World War," Dr. 
Fowler said. "On June 30. 1945, 
there were 225 full-time, salaried 
dentists on duty with VA. We be- 
lieve that by June 30. 1947, 750 
ful-time dentists will be required 
to handle the work."

Full Time Effort 
Being Made to Help 
Vet Readjustment 

Contact Men Hired 
For Local Agencies of 
Information Centers 

Cooperating with Retraining and 
Reemployment Administration in 
an effort to expedite the readjust- 
ment of returning veterans, VA 
managers of Regional Offices have 
been authorized to assign full- 
time contact representatives to as- 
sist local public and civic agencies 
in the formation and operation of 
Veterans Information Centers, VA 

announced recently. 

Under the plan as agreed upon 
by General Omar N. Bradley, Ad- 
ministrator of Veterans' Affairs, 
and Major General Graves B. Er- 
skine. (USMC), Acting Adminis- 
trator of RRA, contact representa- 
tives will assist veterans in filing 
applications for benefits under 
laws administered by the VA. 

In communities where VA offices 
are neither established or contem- 
plated and where advisory center 
traffic does not justify the assign- 
ment of full-time contact repre- 
sentatives, efficient itinerant ser- 
vice will be arranged in order that 
such centers will be visited regular- 
ly by contact representatives. Man- 
agers have also been authorized to 
assign clerical help for the con- 
tact representatives when neces- 
sary to provide adequate service to 
veterans. 

According to VA officials the as- 
signment of contact representa- 
tives to these new stations will 
serve a two-fold purpose. In ad- 
dition to helping the RRA, which 
has been charged by the President 
to spur this development, VA offi- 
cials expressed belief that this new 
service will relieve the Administra- 
tion of troubles resulting from a 
backwash of personal problems 
which the community can help 
solve. Even more important, the 
service will be of invaluable aid to 
the veteran himself.

500 Clerk-Typists 
Hired For Hospitals 

Action Will Relieve 
Unnecessary Staff 
Paper Work 



As part of the plan of Maj. Ger>. 
Paul R. Hawley, Acting Chief 
Medical Director, for improving 
the medical service in Veterans 
Administration hospitals, VA's 98 
hospitals throughout the United 
States have been authorized to 
hire a total of 500 clerk-typists for 
work in hospital wards. 

This action, VA officials pointed 
out, will relieve doctors and nurses 
of a large amount of so-called 
"paper work" essential to efficient 
hospital administration, giving 
them additional time to devote to 
their professional duties. These 
ward clerk-typists will answer 
telephones, direct patients to 
clinics, take dictation from phy- 
sicians and nurses, type the vari- 
ous hospital records ouch as ward 
rosters, diet sheets and clothing 
lists, and perform other clerical 
duties. I 

All VA hospitals have been 
given authority to employ locally 
the number of ward clerk-typists 
needed, based on the number of 
patients in each. The jobs are 
•under civil service, and require- 
ments to qualify for appointment 
are similar to those for other 
clerical work. 

Interested applicants should 
apply for these positions at the 
hospital where they desire to 
work, rather than to the Wash- 
ington headquarters, VA officials 
stated.

Accounts of 99 veterans who re- 
ceived loan guarantees from the 
VA for homes, farms or businesses, 
have ben marked "paid-in-full" In 
the 17 months since the enactment 
of the Servicemen's ReAdjustment 
Act of 1944, the Veterans Admin- 
istration revealed today. 

Based on reports up to January 
26, the closing out of these ac- 
counts represents an erasure of 
$124,061 from the total guarantee 
commitment of $102,660,249 made 
by the VA. 

Of the paid-up loans, 51 were on 
homes, 36 on businesses and 12 on 
farms. In every case the home 
loans were paid off in advance of 
the original term period, but some 
of the farm and businesses repre- 
sent "personalty" loans, which un- 
der original legislation earned a 
five-year term limit. In some cases, 
particularly automotive loans, 
terms were for as short a period as 
one year. 

Home loans paid up represented 
a reduction of $80,105 in VA guar- 
antee commitments, business loans. 
$33,221, and farm loans, $11,734. 

Cumulative total of loan guaran- 
tee applications approved by the 
VA as of January 26 was 62,014. 
Deducting the paid-up accounts 
would reduce commitments still 
outstanding on that date to 61,915.

News that Villanova will return 
to its campus stadium — even if 
only for one game during the 1946 
season — was welcomed by many 
Main Line football followers. And 
by more than a sprinkling of Vil- 
lanova alumni. 

Rev. Edward B. McKee, moder- 
ator of athletics, announced 
Thursday that U. S. Merchant Ma- 
rine Academy will play at Villa- 
nova in the opening game, Sep- 
tember 14. That will be merely a 
warmup for the Wildcats' most 
ambitious schedule in years. 

Games have been listed with 
Army, Navy — on successive Satur- 
days—Holy Cross, Miami Univers- 
ity, Marquette, Georgetown, Bos- 
ton College and Detroit. Mar- 
quette, Georgetown and Miami will 
play at Shlbe Park, nominally Vil- 
lanova's "home" stadium. 

Why the Wildcats insist upon 
playing in Philadelphia, when 
they have consistently come to 
expect only a token turnout, is 
none of our business. But our 
nose has been bruised before 
from poking it where it doesn't 
belong:. 

Fans who have followed Villa- 
nova to Shibe Park over the past 
six and seven seasons know that 
there is no mad rush for seats no 
matter who the Wildcat opponent 
happens to be. Philadelphians al- 
ways have shown a puzzling incli- 
nation to take the Wildcats or 
leave 'em alone . . . and it's usually 
the latter. 

Villanova simply can't draw in 
the Quaker City. That was 
proven when the locals, under 
Clipper Smith, enjoyed spectac- 
ular success in 1937 and '38. 
Then, if ever, Philadelphia 
should have embraced Villanova 
with open arms and fought for 
the privilege of buying tickets. 

But it never occurred. 

* * * 

In the past several seasons, 
Villanova attendance ncyer has 
topped 6,000 or 7,000 in any Shibe 
Park game, although the Cats 
clashed with many name oppon- 
ents. And newspaper attendance 
figures invariably leaned toward 
the generous side. 

Villanova did tolerably well un- 
der the aegis of Harry Stuhldre- 
her. playing teams in its own class 
and remaining strictly in its own 
back yard. The college campus is 
admirably situated so far as trans- 
portation is concerned and there's 
no reason why the Wildcats could- 
n't continue to draw at Villanova. 
Ample parking facilities are 
available immediately across from 
the stadium. The Philadelphia 
and Western high speed line, 
Pennsylvania Railroad and Red 
Arrow line busses all furnish fast 
and convenient transportation to 
the stadium gates. 

And thousands of fans who 
could reasonably be expected to 
support the Cats reside conven- 
iently close in Montgomery, 
Bucks and Delaware Counties. 
We think they'd be more apt to 
line up at the Villanova box of- 
fice than to travel to Shilic Park. 
There certainly is no collegiate 
atmosphere anywhere in the vast 
baseball park, although the light- 
ing is undeniably good for night 
games. 

Perhaps Villanova's stadium 
isn't nearly large enough now for 
the kind of crowds the Wildcats 
need. But it ceuld easily be en- 
larged, stands could be construct- 
ed at either open end and present 
seating capacities could be dou- 
bled. 

As it now stands, the stadium is 
more or less a liability, standing 
idle from year to year except foi 
Radnor-Lower Merion games, oth- 
er occasional scholastic events and 
an annual track meet. Wry not 
fix it up and put it on a paving 
basis? 

Charlie McGuckin, star of the 
1915 football team, voiced the 
thoughts of many alumni last 
week, when receiving the Villa- 
nova Club of Philadelphia loyal- 
ty award. "A lot of us grads" 
would like to see Villanova play 
a homecoming game." he an- 
nounced, "but not at Shibe 
Park. That's not the right at- 
mosphere. Let's play it at Villa- 
nova, where it belongs."
